There  are  a few  figures  to  which  I would  like  to  draw  your 
attention.  The  number  of  Births  actually  taking  place  in  the 
District  total  221 , which  leaves  a balance  of  97  which  mostly 
took  place  in  Hospital  and  Nursing  Homes  outside  the  Urban  District; 
Of  the  221  , 124  were  born  in  Ilemsworth,  where  87  Mothers  attended 
the  Ante-natal  Clinic,  and  97  were  born  in  Kinsley  and  Fitzwiiliam 
where  148  mothers  attended  the  Ante-natal  Clinic.  This  would 
appear  to  shew  that  the  mothers  in  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam  are 
more  alive  to  the  value  of  the  Clinics  than  those  in  Hemsworth. 

Extracts  from  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
show  that  the  Birth  rate  per  1 ,000  of  the  population  in  the 
Hemsworth  Urban  District  was  24*2  against  19*1  for  England  and 
Wales,  while  the  Death  rate  was  11*1  in  the  Urban  District 
against  11*5  per  1,000  population  in  England  and  Wales. 

Infantile  Mortality  (all  causes)  under  1 year  62  per  1,000 
population,  against  43  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infantile  Mortality  (Diarrhoea)  under  2 years  9*77  against 

4#4. 

This  is  a sad  picture,  and  in  my  view  one  of  the  factors 
largely  responsible  is  the  very  serious  overcrowding  due  to  the 
housing  shortage  in  the  area,  I know  the  Herculean  efforts 
which  have  been  and  are  being  made  by  you  and  the  officials  to 
remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  and  sincerely  hope  that,  in  time  to 
come  your  reward  will  be  seen  in  a steady  drop  in  these  disturbing 
figures. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Officials  of  the 
Council,  who,  in  addition  to  their  many  other  duties,  have  been 
so  helpful  and  courteous  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

provided,  and  one  can  fully  realize  the  difficulty  where  there  are 
grown  up  sons  and  daughters  in  the  houses  when  the  persons  concerned 
are  anxious  to  have  a bath. 
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SANITARY  CIRCU  STANCES  0?  THE  AREA. 

The  water  supply  during  the  year  has  been  satisfactory  so 
far  as  quality  is  concerned  but  again  complaints  have  been"  received 
with  regard  to  the  shortage  of  the  supply  at  the  Eitzwilliam  part  of 
your  area.  This  matter  was  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  when 
I said  that  an  Engineer  had  been  engaged  to  go  fully  into  the  natter 
but  up. to  the  present  his  report  has  not  been  received  and  the 
conditions  are  the  same  as  they  were  at  the  time  of  my  last  reoort. 


The  sampling  of  water  both  for  bacteriological  and  c-hcmical 
examination  is  made  by  the  officials  of  the  He ms worth  Joint  Water 
Committee.  Samples  are  taken  frequently  during  the  year.,  and  these 
have  always  been  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 


Closet  Accommodation. 


There  is  no  change  in  the  circumstances  of  the  closet  accom- 
modation and  the  position  is  as  previously.  The  previes  which 
are  in  existence  in  your  area  are  mainly  connected  with  property 
which  is  scheduled  for  Closing  Orders  when  the  time  is  opportune, 
while  the  pail  closets  are  in  a part  of  your  area  which  has  no 
sewer  and  where  a combined  cesspool  is  not  a feasible  proposition.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- . 

Arrangements  for  public  cleansing  is  as  hitherto,  dry  ashes 
being  removed  each  week  from  each  house  and  taken  to  the  Council’s 
rubbish  tip,  which  is  under  the  system  of  controlled  tipping. 

The  privies  are  emptied  at  frequent  intervals  and  this  matter  is 
qlso  taken  to  the  tip. 


Some  difficulty  is  still  being  experienced  in 
of  worn-out  dustbins  and  I have  no  hesitation  in  s,;.

I have  been  able,  however,  to  obtain  during  the  year  eighty 
dustbins,  which  have  been  sold  to  private  owners  to  replace  worn 
out  ones.  In  many  cases  the  owners  themselves  would  have  been 
only  too  willing  to  purchase  bins  had  this  been  possible,  but 
owing  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  them  they  have  to  a large 
degree  relied  upon  the  local  authority  being  able  to  replace  them 
when  necessarjr. 


In  a few  instances  private  owners  have  made  an  agreement  woLh 
the  '.local  authority  that  dustbins  worn  out  and  belonging  to  their 
property  shall  b.e  replaced  by  the  local  Authority  and  they  have 
agreed  to  pay  a requisite  sum  each  year  for  this  service. 

The  total  number  of  loads  of  dry  ashes  removed  during  the  year 
was  3009  and  the  cost  of  the  service  was  £2829?  which  includes  the 
removal  of  night-soil,  and  the  cost  of  controlled  tipping. 

Cesspools. 

The  cesspools  in  your  area  arc  the  same  in  number  as  riven  in 
my  previous  report  and  "'are  emptied  by  the  Council’s  Cesspool 
emptier  at  frequent  intervals  and  the  contents  deposited  in  the 
Council’s  sewer  at  the  nearest  point  available  to  the  Hemsv/orth 
Sewage  Works. 
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SALVAGE. 


The  collection  of  salvage  gets  more  difficult  aa  the  v/ar  years 
recede  and  with  the  exception  of  bones,  rugs  and  was te  paper  it  has 
not  been  found  possible  to  salvage  much  other  material.  The

C Off! Oil  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  now  in  your  area  and 
this  has  been  visited  49  times  during  the  year.  As  a general 
rule  it  is  always  to  be  found  satisfactory  and  at  any  time  any 
requests  of  mine  for  its  improvement  have  always  Ixe  on  attended  to. 

offensive  trades. 

The  inspection  of  these  premises  is  carried  out  at  frequent 
intervals.  The  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  being 
28.  At  no  time  has  there  been  any  reason  for  an  adverse  report 
on  these  premises  to  be  made  to  you. 

RAT  INFESTATION. 

The  Ministry  of  Rood  instructions  with  regard  to  the  carrying 
out  of  the  pre-baiting  and  poisoning  of  the  sewers  in  your  area 
have  been  complied  with  during  the  year.  The  sewers  having  been 
pre-b sited  and  poisoned  twice,  namely  during  April  and  November. 
The  results  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  a report  of  the 
work  carried  out  was  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Rat  Infestation. 

The  Sewage  Works  in  your aa re a and  the  Council’s  rubbish  tip 
have  also  received  attention  and  have  been  baited  and  poisoned 
whenever  it  has  been  found  necessary.  Any  complaints  from 
inhabitants  in  the  area  are  speedily  dealt  with  and  during  the 
year  47  visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control. 

HOUSING. 

146  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  under  the  Housing 
Act.  1936,  and  of  these  41  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  repairs. 

.8 1 Informal  Notices  were  served  in  every  case  but  it  was  found 
necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notice  in  13  instances.  As  a result 
13  of  these  Notices  were  complied  with  and  2 were  in  abeyance  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 


The  difficulty  in  getting  housing  repairs  carried  out  is,  in 
my  opinion,  greater  than  ever,  owing  to  the  fact  that  essential 
materials  for  carrying  out  repairs  are  nob  available.  This  is 
especially  so  in  the  matter  of  fall-pipes,  furnace  pans  and  eaves 
troughing,  and  as  a result  many  houses  which  at  the  time  of 
inspection  need  only  minor  repairs  gradually  get  worse  owing  to 
the  fact  that  when  orders  are  given  for  repairs  to  be  carried  out 
the  essential  materials  are  not  available.  In  my  opinion  it  is 
essential  that  a larger  amount  of  building  material  for  repairs 
should  be  allocated  in  order  to  keep  houses  in  a reasonable  state 
of  repair,  and  not  allow  them  to  become  unfit  for  human  habitation 
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through  the  essential  materials  for  repairs  not  be  in:;  on  hand. 
During  the  year  5 houses  have  been  demolished  in  your  area  or/ in- 
to the  fact  that  they  were  not  capable  of  being  repaired  and  wv-;e 
fit  for  human  habitation. 


NUISANCES. 

4p8  visits  were  made  for  the  detection  and  removal  of 
nuisances,  and  as  a result  274  Informal  Notices  were  served. 
Under  this  heading  many  houses  are  included  as  it  is  often  found 
chat  houses  can  be  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act  much 
better  than  under  the  Housing  Acts.

Arising  out  of  the  service  of  Informal  Notice  61 
No o ices  had  to  be  served  before  the  work  was  carried  out.  u-  u 
the  end  of  the  year  Ip  Notices  were  still  outstanding,  and  it  was 
also  found  necessary  to  institute  Court  Proceedings  in  one  instance 
wnere  the  nuisance  had  not  been  abated  after  the  service  of 
Stutory  Notice.  This  case  was  still  pending  at  the  end  of  trie- 
year. 


The  same  difficulty  is  experienced  in  dealing  with  many  of 
these  nuisances  as  is  experienced  with  respect  to  the  h ; ses,  as 
very  often  when  work  has  been  ordered  b . the  ov/ner  the  builder 
has  found  it  impossible  to  carry  out  the  work  owing  to  the  fact 
thap  the  necessary  material  is  not  on  hand  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  work.

the  year  as  a milk  producer.  In  your  area  there  is  one  mi  In 
producer  who  is  licensed  as  an  Accredited  Producer. 

As  a general  rule  the  cow-sheds  have  been  Pound  to  be 
satisfaatory  and  where  this  has  not  been  so,  cleansing  and 
limewashing  has  been  carried  out  when  notice  has  been  given  to 
the  occupier  concerned. 

The  inspection  of  cattle  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  kinistr.y 
of  Agriculture  and  I understand  that  their  Veterinary  Surgeons  make 
periodical  inspections  of  the  dairy  cattle  but  with  what  results 
I have  no  information.

157  samples  op  milk  were  taken,  on  behalf  of.  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture?  which  milk  is  examined  for  keeping  qualities.  In 
Duly  of  this  year  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  intimated  that  in 
the  future  they  would  take  their  own  samples  and  as  a consequence 
no  samples  have  been  taken  since  that  time  on  their  behalf.  The 
samples  were  originally  taken  each  alternate  week  from  each  mill: 
producer  and  up  to  the  time  of  my  ceasing  to  take  these  samples 
they  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


FACTORIES  AMD  WORKSHOPS . 

A new  factory  has  been  installed  in  your  area  since  my  last 
report  but  the  work  carried  out  there  only  entails  sorting;  no 
machinery  being  installed  on  these  premises'. 

The  factories  in  the  area  number  17?  and  they  have  been 
visited  during  the  year  26  times.  In  one  instance  certain 
suggestions  were  made  by  myself  and  the  factories  Inspector  and 
these  suggestions  were  carried  out  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 


3H0P3  ACT. 

34  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  shops  in  your  area  to 
ascertain  the  conditions  under  which  the  shop  assistants  were 
working  and  to  see  that  lavatory  accommodation  etc.;  was  in 
conformity  with  the  Act.  In  three  instances  it  was.  found  that 
the  tempe  ature  was  not  satisfactory  and  seeps  were  taken 
immediately  to  get  this  rectified.

This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
Colliery  Manager  and  as  a consequence  steps  were  taken  to  obviate 
the  nuisance  and  to  comply  with  the  Bye -laws  concerned. 


SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  schools  in  your  area  have 
been  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  and  the 
conditions  found  at  the  schools  were  satisfactory?  except,  that  in 
our  opinion  the  periodical  flushing  of  the  W. G.s  by  automatic 
flushing  tanks  leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  wc  suggest  it  would 
be  a great  advantage  if  each  W.C,  could  be  provided  with  a separate 
flushing  cistern.
